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NEWS OR NOT 


Breaking Point 


Jimmy (Hotbox) Jemail’s question last 
week in Sports Illustrated was, “How much 
weight can a race horse carry without the 
danger of breaking down?” Pieces of 
some of the answers: 

TRAINER JAMES FITZSIMMONS. 
You can’t tell what really breaks a horse 
down. However. after you put 126 pounds 
or more on a distance horse, a lot can 


happen to him in the stretch. A_ tired 
horse is prone to injury. 
LADY SUZZANE WILKINS. It all 


depends on the type of horse, its age, the 
length of the race, and the country in 
which the horse is bred. Australian horses 
are more sturdy. . . . Depending on the 
type of race, a horse may safely be weight- 
ed between 100-160 pounds. 

PETER S. HOWARD. Charles S. 
Howard, my grandfather . . . insisted that 
136 pounds was the limit for the greatest 
horses. . . . | agree with grandfather. 

ANN STUART ARIAIL. In the old 
days the riders wore heavy armor. . . . 
Why stop at a dinky handicap of 130? 

MRS. C. V. WHITNEY. My own feel- 
ing is that the size of the horse should be 
a great factor... . If a horse is 15 hands 
high he shouldn't carry as much weight 
as one 17 hands high. Some great horses 
have carried 140 pounds, and 130 would 
not be too much for them. 

CHARLES F. DAVENPORT. Tops for 
all horses 4 years or older should be 128 
pounds. 

PRINCESS SILVER FOOT. The ideal 
weight for a strong horse... is my weight. 
135 pounds. Without a saddle and bare- 
back, of course. just like I ride—bareback. 

REX ELLSWORTH. You're courting 
danger when you run a horse with 130 
pounds or more. . . . After hearing all 
the evidence I think the public wants 
good horses to run in their own class. 

CHARLES J. McLENNAN. I don’t 
know of any horse who ever broke down 
solely because of the weight he carried. 
although it has been used as an excuse for 
horses with other troubles. 

JOHN HAY WHITNEY. As much 
weight as his owner has heart for... . 
The accent on weight limitation is a 
device used by some tracks to attract 
name horses, thereby effectively impairing 
true handicaps. 


Barnacle Red 


“As a trainer, I was a barnacle on the 
wheels of progress,” said Red Pollard, age 
46, in Florida last week as he pondered 
another comeback as a race rider. 

Pollard always enjoyed telling stories, 
especially on himself, and the United 
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Press’ Oscar Fraley took advantage of the 
moment to recreate an incident in 1945. 
when Pollard was severely injured in a 
nasty spill. For a long period it was touch 
and go, and when Pollard came out of the 
coma a parish priest was leaning over him. 

“The devil has no stall for you.” said 
the priest. 

An interesting portrait of Red Pollard. 
written by David Alexander, was in The 
Blood-Horse of December 24, 1955, page 
1558. This was on the occasion of the 
jockey’s last retirement.

FLORIDA 
The Jerkens Boy 


Miami. A few days before the Tropical 
Park meeting closed trainer H. Allen Jer- 
kens was approached by a reporter for 
Time magazine who wanted an interview. 

Jerkens. a big, quiet fellow regarded 
as one of the finest young trainers in 
America today. was polite but hesitant. 

“Why do they want anything on me?” 
he asked the reporter. 

“Well.” the Time man replied. “you 
were the leading trainer at New York last 
year; you're supposed to have an unusual 
knack of taking platers and winning 
stakes races with them. That’s reason 
enough.” 

“Oh, no.” Jerkens said. “That’s not 
right at all. I wasn’t leading trainer — 
I wasn’t even second. Somebody did a 
story on me a while back and laid it on 
pretty thick. I appreciate what he was 
trying to do, but he didn’t keep the facts 
straight. Hirsch Jacobs had more winners 
than me, so did Mr. Fitz. I’m not worth 
a story.” 

Jerkens finally relented, and a_ brief 
piece appeared in the magazine’s January 
25 issue. Time gave him full credit for 
being the “hottest young trainer in Flor- 
ida.” Allen just can’t convince people 
that he isn’t a tremendously talented young 
fellow. 

“It’s true.” Jerkens said at Tropical 
Park one morning last week, “that I 
claimed Admiral Vee and won a stakes 
with him (Nassau County Handicap) last 
year. I got a lot of publicity on that 
horse. And there was War Command. I 
claimed him for $8,000 in 1954 and won 
$83,000 with him. 


“Pretty Lucky, I Guess” 


“But they don’t write much about the 
horses I claim and don’t have any success 
with, Take Lorilia. I claimed that one 
for $7,600 9 months ago and she hasn’t 
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won yet. She’s earned $200 since I’ve had 
her and now she’s running for $3,500. 

“There’s Royal Product. He was claimed 
for $12,000 and he’s only won once. I’ve 
got him running in $9,000 claiming races. 
Take Fitz James. I claimed that one for 
$7.000 last October. and he hasn’t been 
in the money yet. He’s running for $5,000 
now. 

“But I have been pretty lucky. I guess. 
I’ve always had good honest horses like 
Birdie Lulley and Black Record. They’re 
always right there at the finish, even if 
they don’t win. Those are the kind of 
horses who put me ahead so I can get 
better horses. 

“It’s sort of hard to explain my training 
methods. Every horse has to be treated 
differently. You hustle and try to claim 
horses that are up and coming. Some- 
times people get sore at you... . I don’t 
like to have to claim from people I know. 
But that’s the game. They'll claim good 
ones off you, if they get the chance. 

“There’s one basic thing about” my 
horses. though, they’re treated well. I 
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don’t have a fancy outfit here. but I like 
to see that they get the best. Sometimes 
my help thinks I’m making things un- 
necessarily tough. but I’m not. I insist on 
a clean bed, a good bed and fresh water 
for every horse I have. I check back at 
the stables every night at 6:30 and make 
sure they get it — if I have to do it myself. 

“T have my own ideas of training; some- 
times I get kidded about them. At Jamaica 
I like to jog my horses around the barn. 
Lot of guys can’t see the point of it, what 
with a whole track to work on. But it 
was something I wanted to try. Trainers 
all have different methods and opinions. 
That’s what makes racing. Some horses 
run good for some trainers and bad for 
others. I can’t explain it.” 


Pinned for Facts 


Jerkens is soft-spoken, extremely pleas- 
ant. He has blue-grey eyes. dark blond 
wavy hair. He seems younger than his 
27 years, and somehow doesn’t look like 
a trainer. 

Bobby Castle. racing handicapper for 
the Newark Star Ledger, said of Jerkens, 
“Far as I’m concerned he’s the best train- 
er we've got in New York. Up and com- 
ing. Tremendous man with a horse.” 

Jerkens smiled when he heard this. 

“T only hope he’s right. But you can’t 
beat the Fitzsimmonses, and the Hirsch 
Jacobses and the Preston Burches and 
the Eddie Holtons. They’re great trainers. 
And lots of good trainers just don’t get 
the breaks. I’ve had lucky years: 1955 and 
1956 were good for me; this year I may 
have nothing at all. Some years you get 
lucky.” 

Pinned down for facts, Jerkens said he 
won 10 races with Admiral Vee in 1956 
and took down purses of $63,000 —a 
rather neat profit on a $7,500 claim. 
Decimal, purchased for $13,600, won 6 
races and earned $50,000. Vet’s Boy, a 
$6,500 claimer, won 7 races and $19,000. 
He won 41 races on the New York circuit 
in 1956, and nearly $300,000 in purses. 
He won 42 races there in 1955. 

Jerkens has 13 horses stabled at Trop- 
ical Park. He sent his horses out 24 
times and was out of the money only 6 
times. His horses won 5 races, were 
second 3 times, third on 7 occasions, and 
fourth 3 times. 

“T’m well satisfied,” he said. 


“A lot 
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of my horses needed a rest. It’s not nice 
to stable your horses at a track and not 
run —I always try io run as often as I 
can. Some guys criticized me; said I was 
waiting for Hialeah and the bigger purses. 
That’s not true. For one thing. lots of 
times the Hialeah meeting comes and goes 
and you're still waiting. 

“The purses were smaller at Tropical, 
sure. but they pay as much as they can 
afford, and I’ve got no kick coming. It 
was just that my horses needed a rest 
and I gave it to them.

“The hardest thing in training a horse 
is trying to keep them from tailing off. 
They'll do it anyway. eventually. You 
find you either do too much or too little 
with the horse. It’s like training a fight- 
er. I guess. I try to give them a rest 
before it’s too late.” 

Jerken’s “big horse” at the moment is 
Admiral Vee. a son of War Admiral which 
is nominated for the $100.000-added 
Widener Handicap at Hialeah on February 
23. 

“IT don't know that he has that much 
quality. to win the Widener.” Jerkens said. 
“But if he trains up to it. you never can 
tell. He’s been on the improve all last 
year. 

“He’s about the only horse I plan on 
running in stakes at Hialeah. Decimal’s 
got a bad knee. War Command is still a 
good, game horse. but he’s 7 now and his 
legs are going back. 

“At Hialeah, the purses are pretty good 
in allowance races. It doesn’t pay to put 
your horses in stakes and let them chase 
the good ones. It makes a lot more sense 
—and profit——-to put them where they 
belong. 

“Admiral Vee. now. he doesn’t figure 
too strong in the Widener right now. but 
I've learned never to give up hope. The 
biggest thrill of my life was winning a 
race I didn’t think I had a chance in. 
That was when War Command won the 
Display Handicap at Jamaica — it was 
November 15, 1955. Tl never forget it. 
I'd never won a stakes up ‘til then, and 
I didn’t figure to break the streak in that 
one. 
“Td just run War Command in 2 sprint 
races and he finished fourth and seventh. 
He had trouble going a mile and a six- 
tennth and this stakes was at 2 and a 
sixteenth miles. I just got a crazy notion 
to put the horse in— and he led all the 
way. They kept running and running and 
he just kept going — Bill Boland put up 
a tremendous ride. Kope’s Baby came at 
him in the last sixteenth. but he held on 
and won by a nose. It’s really something 
to see your horse get out there and stay 
in front for 3 minutes, 32 and three-fifths 
seconds.” 

Jerkens has been near horses practically 
all of his life. His father, Joseph Jerkens, 
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Buford (5), purchased in November by Earl O. Stice and Sons for $30,000, won 
his second straight stakes at Santa Anita Park, the $20,000-added San Vicente 
Handicap on January 23. Neil S. McCarthy’s *Seaneen (2) was second and 
Taylor Harkins Golden One (hidden behind *Seaneen) was third, a head in front 
of Gaelic Gold (3). Buford ran the 7 furlongs in 1:22 and paid $9.00. 


a good trainer in his own right. also man- 
aged a riding academy and trained polo 
ponies. Allen got his training license as 
soon as he became elicible — on his 21st 
birthday in April, 1959. He had helped 
his father train several years before that 
time. 

“Everything went wrong at first.” he 
recalls. “The first claim I made was a 
horse named Persist. I couldn’t get bim 
in the money in 4 starts. and then he 
broke his leg. On July 4 I got mv first 
winner. named Populace. It looked like I 
was starting to move. Then Populace got 
a temperature. It wasn’t serious. but T 
never got that horse to running again. 
Maybe [ brought him back too soon. Right 
about then the legs on all my _ horses 
went bad. [I was green. I must have made 
a million mistakes. 

“When you’re young, you don’t know 
what to do in a situation like that. You 
get discouraged and say the heck with it. 
As you get older you learn. You find out 
the different ways to treat bum legs and 
you find some things work on some horses 
and other things work on others.” 

When Jerkens was 17 he tried riding 
the jumps at Belmont. “I rode nine 
times.” he laughed. “I fell off a couple 
times and the best I ever finished was 
fourth in a 5-horse race. I rode a horse 
of my dad’s called Oh La La. Never won 
a race in her life. It was good experience. 
wonderful fun.” 


The Dark Days 


The darkest period in Allen’s life began 
on New Year’s Day. 1951, when his father 
died, leaving the family “pretty well in 


debt.” 


“Al Mesler let me have $2.500 to claim 
« horse. and I took Repeater and got real 
lucky. I won 2 purses with him and then 
lost him in a claiming race for $6,000. 
That took me out of the woods. Then I 
started training for Jules Schwartz and 
Ed Seinfeld and Mesler. and everything 
picked up. 

“T had a rough start in 1952. A cough- 
ing epidemic ruined the stable in the 
spring. We didn’t win a race at Jamaica 
and only won 2 at Belmont. Then we got 
lucky with John Joseph and a couple 
others and finished with 27 winners.” 

Allen’s father is still very much in the 
sen’s mind. 

“When I was helping dad, before I got 
my trainer’s license. I didn’t accept a lot 
of the things he did, because other trainers 
didn’t do them that way. There’s nobody 
smarter than a 17-year-old kid, you know 
that. I was too stubborn. Now I find I'm 
doing the same things dad taught me. 
It’s too late to thank him for it.” 

Jerkens is extremely fond of War Ad- 
miral’s get. Both Admiral Vee and War 
Command were sired by War Admiral. 
“I’ve been lucky with War Admiral colts. 
But when things were really tough with 
my father and me, we got a War Admiral 
colt named Impact and couldn’t do 4 
thing with him. 

“Back around then Mr. Fitz let us have 
a colt named Seguin and let us pay for 
him out of his winnings. He’s an awtully 
nice man, Mr. Fitz. I try to be like him.” 

Jerkens says he can’t figure exactly 
how he made out at Tropical Park. “I 
can’t figure for sure. I just keep going. 
trying to do the best I can. 

“Last year, when the horses won almost 
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$300.000, some owners (Jerkins has 4) 
came out ahead and some behind. All I 
do is treat every horse like I owned him 
myself. I don’t play any favorites. At the 
end of the year you total up the earnings 
and some owners make out better than 
others. Nothing you can do about it.” 


Courage Is the Thing 


Most of Allen’s horses have been speed 
horses. One exception is Iswas, a gelding 
claimed by Jerkens at Tropical on Decem- 
ber 12. Iswas came right back and won 
three in a row for his new trainer, coming 
from off the pace in all 3 victories. 

“Far as I’m concerned.” he says. “a 
horse shows more courage when he leads 
all the way around and turns back horses 
that run at him in the stretch — that’s 
better than running by horses.” 

When it was suggested that Iswas had 
proved a profitable claim, Allen smiled. 
“[ don’t know. So far it looks good. 
Maybe he just likes the hard track at 
Tropical. He may go right back to being 
a cheap horse. But he seems to be happy. 
though . . . I like to see a horse happy.” 

Jerkens is a strong advocate of the 
“live and let live” philosophy. As one 
rival trainer put it, “He just stays in the 
background, don’t bother nobody.” 

Jerkens remains in the background 
even when his horses win. He rarely poses 
in the winner’s circle for the victory 
picture. 

“It’s not superstition, like some people 
think,” Allen said. “Lots of times, like 
at Jamaica, I watch the race from the in- 
field and don’t get over in time. Some- 
times the owners have friends they like to 
have pose in the circle. I'd just 
crowd things. 

“Far as superstition goes. my dad was 
real superstitious. I try not to be. When 
a cat crosses my path I probably won’t 
worry about it — but I'll wish it hadn't.”

197 Days in New York 


The New York State Racing Com- 
mission has granted 197 days of racing to 
the Greater New York Association for 
1957 and says it will approve additional 
dates if the GNYA is able to obtain 
legislative approval for its plan to permit 
flat racing through November 30. 

The 1957 schedule calls for a longer 
spring meeting at Jamaica than in 1956 
in order to allow for the completion of an 
improvement program at Belmont Park. 
The building program includes the con- 
struction of a new rail terminal, new high- 
ways, and installation of escalators (see 
drawing above). The complete schedule: 


Jamaica, April 1-May 28 
Belmont Park, May 29-August 3. 58 
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A large portion of the $5,000,000 which the Greater New York Association will 
spend at Belmont Park will be devoted to new traffic and parking facilities. 
The railroad terminal, presently located across Hempstead Turnpike from the 
track, will be moved to a point near the top of the stretch and will be connected 
to the track by a pedestrian overpass. Two new automobile interchanges off 
Cross Island Parkway will be built so that left turns into the parking areas 
will be eliminated. The parking area will be enlarged considerably by demolish- 
ing the Manice Mansion (Turf and Field Club), presently located to the left of 
the grandstand, and by taking over space formerly occupied by the railroad 
terminal. The Hempstead Turnpike pedestrian underpass will be enlarged to 
provide quick access to the track for those who park in Field D. A road will be 
built around the far and stretch turns so that a courtesy bus can transport those 
patrons who park in Field A on the backstretch. The 4 parking lots will accom- 
modate approximately 13,000 cars. The additional diagonal chute shown in the 
infield is part of another proposal. It has no bearing on present plans.

$20,000-added Jamaica Handicap, dropped 
in 1955 and 1956, and the $75,000-added 
Champagne Stakes, which had been drop- 
ped from the program in 1956. 


New York Stakes Program 


The Greater New York Association is 
planning a $2.620.000 stakes program for 
its 197-day season, April 1 to November 
15. The 1957 stakes will be worth $36,- 
200 more than the 1956 program.

Los ANGELES. Spinney’s triumph in 
the $100.000-added Maturity Stakes at 
Santa Anita Park came as a real surprise 
to most of the 46,000 spectators—but not 
to owner and breeder Lou Rowan. 

A few minutes after the race, I managed 
to get through the crowd which surround- 
ed his box. swamping him with congratula- 
tions. 

“Was this your biggest surprise in rac- 
ing?” I asked him. 

“IT knew all along he'd win it.” said the 
45-year-old Rowan, who is serving his 
second term as president of the California 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association. “I 
wasn't surprised at all. I was confident 
because I felt that Spinney was the only 
true mile and a quarter horse in the race.” 

If ever a victory was strictly a California 
product it was Spinney’s cakewalk through 
the mud in the Maturity. His pay-off of 
$51.80 was the longest in the 10-year-old 
history of the stakes. 

Rowan, born in Pasadena, has campaign- 
ed a modest string of horses ever since 
racing started at Santa Anita in 1934. 
His family has been in the real estate and 
insurance business in Los Angeles for 55 
years, and he was a 5-goal polo player at 
Midwick in the early 1930’s. 

Spinney’s sire, Cover Up, and his dam. 
Mrs. Rabbit. raced in California. Mrs. 
Rabbit won the Santa Susana Stakes at 
Santa Anita in 1948, and Cover Up took 
the Gold Cup at Hollywood Park the year 
before. So Spinney’s victory couldn't 
possibly have been more popular in 
California breeding circles. 

There was one side to the victory, how- 
ever, for which Rowan took a great deal 
of good-natured ribbing. The president 
of the California Breeders Association was 
Prevented from collecting an extra 10 per 
cent in breeder awards because Spinney 
was foaled in Kentucky, where Mrs. Rabbit 
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had been sent to be mated with Prince 
Simon. 

Lou owns a half-interest in Mrs. Rabbit 
and all her foals, and his brothers, Robert 
and George. own a quarter-interest each. 
Mrs. Rabbit’s Prince Simon colt. now a 
3-year-old, is named Gamekeeper. She also 
has a 2-year-old by Count Fleet called 
Twelve Carat. Neither has started yet. 

Spinney has an older brother. Covert. 
and Rowan hit upon a clever idea in 
naming them. A spinney and/or a covert 
are small wooded refuges for rabbits and 
other game. 

Spinney was able to save ground all the 
way in the Maturity. From start to finish 
jockey Bill Harmatz never had him off 
the rail. He was bunched in the middle 
of the field of 12 going by the stands the 
first time. and from then on_ steadily 
improved his position. 


Virtue of Patience 


Family Album Better Weapon 
dueled for the early lead. followed by 
Head Man. Capt. Lark. and Spinney. 
Family Album was the first to drop out of 
it. Going into the far turn, Better Weapon 
assumed a_ brief command, with Head 
Man and Spinney challenging strongly 
and Beam Rider. flown out from Columbia. 
S. C., for the race. moving up with a bold 
rush between horses. Coming off the far 
turn, with a quarter-mile to go, it seemed 
that Beam Rider had it. 

At the top of the stretch Spinney stepped 
into the lead, but Beam Rider had drawn 
up on almost even terms and_ still was 
running strongly. At the eighth-pole Beam 
Rider began to weaken, and Spinney 
drew away to win by almost 2 lengths in 
2:0445. Lucky G. L. closed ground on the 
rail to be third. and Social Climber. the 
6-5 favorite. finished fourth. 


Social Climber was in a beautiful posi- 
tion turning for home. He and Eddie 
Arcaro had moved up confidently and 
smoothly, and seemed to have dead aim on 
the leaders and the winner’s purse of 
$93.870. But when Arcaro asked Social 
Climber for his best the colt had nothing 
left. In the last three-sixteenths, he was 
dropping back with every stride. 

One man who deserves a large measure ° 
of credit for Spinney’s triumph is trainer 
Reggie Cornell. He took over the training 
of Rowan’s stable about a year and a 
half He’s been pointing Spinney 
for this race for months. and there’s no 
doubt but that he had the best and fittest 
horse.

After 3 furlongs *Poona II was finished, and 
Lassabatt and Johnie Mike began to tire at the 
top of the stretch. Duc de Fer opened a 2-length 
lead at the eighth-pole, then held off Mister Gus’ 
late charge to win by three-quarters of a length. 

Bred and owned by J. Warfield Rodgers, of 
Memphis, Duc de Fer has been a stakes winner 
each of the last 5 years.

According to the annual report of the 
New Mexico State Racing Commission, 
flat racing in 1956 enjoyed its most 
prosperous year. The pari-mutuel handle 
at the state’s 3 racing centers—Alberquer- 
que. La Mesa Park, and Ruidoso—totaled 
$12.698.173. an increase of $1,701.269 
over 1955. Attendance last year was 157.- 
883. an increase of 30.000. 


There were 92 racing days in 1956, an 
increase of 14 over 1955. Total revenue 
to the state was $85,026.96, an increase of 
$12.365.02. 

Purse distribution totaled $999,353.65. 
The distribution for 704 races for Thor- 
oughbreds was $735.688.90. and that for 
274 Quarter Horse races was $263,664.75. 

Daily average wagering at Alberquerque 
and Ruidoso was highest in the 5-year 
history of the tracks. The average daily 
handle at La Mesa Park (Raton) was the 
lowest since the track started operations 5 
years ago. 


Concern for Profit 


The New York State Racing Commis- 
sion, in its big annual report to Albany. 
acknowledged that racing last year had 
produced a record revenue for the state; 
but it reminded authorities that track 
profits had fallen in 1955 and by innuendo 
endorsed a move by the Greater New York 
Association to obtain a better share of the 
pari-mutuel handle. 

Both attendance and wagering were up 
in New York last year. Attendance reach- 
ed 4,384,416, an improvement of 2.4 per 
cent over 1955, and betting amounted to 
$381.706,245, an increase of 7.3 per cent. 

Said the commission: “The results in the 
operation of 2 (Belmont Park and 
Jamaica) rather than the customary 3 
tracks on Long Island confirm the opinion 
expressed by this commission, i. e., that 2 
tracks, especially when rehabilitated, will 
capably serve the needs of our track 
patrons.” 

The 1955 revenue to the state was $44,- 
778,554, compared to the 1955 total of 
$38.053.299. This increase of 17.67 per 
cent was attributed mainly to a transfer 
from municipalities to the state of one 
per cent of the mutuel handle. 

The report said that the average daily 
bet per person was $87.09, the highest 
since the war years of 1944 and 1945. 

“High purse distributions were maintain- 
ed, assuring a continuation of superlative 
racing with outstanding performers,” the 
commission said. “Race track profits, con- 
tinuing a steady retrogression, reached a 
new low in 1955 when the former owners 
bowed out of the picture. Problems face 
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the new owners in their financing plans 
for the rehabilitation of our tracks, and 
these problems have the sympathetic 
interest of this commission.” 

The commission’s concern for diminish- 
ing race track profits was discussed a 
second time, and again the commission 
said it wished to assist however possible 
in restoring “New York’s eminence in every 
aspect of racing . . . for ultimately the 
state as well as the patrons of racing will 
be the chief beneficiaries.” 

The statement on track finances: 


Track profits to the racing associations for the 
year ended December 31, 1955, were $749,421. lowest 
in the 16 years of pari-mutuel operation. Material 
interest obligations on bank loans to f'nance track 
purchases, increased depreciation on appreciated 
assets, and other financing expenses created heavier 
inroads on the tracks’ ebbing profit margins. It 
is certain, however, that had there been no change 
in ownership the results would still have been a 
new low in track profits. 

These steadily decreasing profits were forecast by 
this commission as far back as 1946 when taxes on 
pari-mutuel wagering were increased from 10 to 15 
percent. Our annual report for 1946. stressed 
the damage this discriminatory tax would inflict on 
the sport of Thoroughbred racing and predicted that 
“the racing associations will suffer in diminishing 
revenue.” This was fully confirmed by the operat- 
ing results of the 9 following years, including 1955. 

The commission’s original opinion on the injurious 
effect of the added 5 per cent “take” remains 
unchanged, for, in retrospect, it created an un- 
healthy climate for racing in New York. — Its 
imposition had an immediate effect, causing 
decreases in attendance and wagering. Racing 
revenues as a result were reduced at a time when 
operating expenses, notably in purse distributions, 
were increasing, thus narrowing profit margins. 

At the end of 1949 the tracks had retained two- 
thirds of their 10-year profits and were capable 
of financing the rehabilitation of their tracks. The 
prospects, however, provided no incentive for this 
added risk, for with a restricted income it was too 
much of a gamble, and with the exception of 
notable improvements to the Belmont Park proper- 
ties, the other outmoded tracks contented them- 
selves with facilities which were more than adequate 
before the great upsurge in popularity resulting 
from pari-mutuel wagering. 

In the light of current events it is fairly well 
established that the cost of the planned renovation 
and rebuilding program of the new owners ultimate- 
ly will reach or exceed $50,000,000. A not unreason- 
able return of 8 per cent after taxes on such a 
venture would amount to $4,000,000. On the basis 
of recent years’ experience, this sum is not obta‘n- 
able. The objectives of the new owners, however. 
are not commercial, With the potentials existing 
in New York, such a venture will succeed, but the 
initial stages will be costly. 

It is for this basic reason that dilemmas face 
the new track owners. Starting with borrowed 
money and attendant interest and amortization 
obligations puts a heavy strain on their initial 
operations, a situation which will continue until 
the newly built and modernized tracks are in 
operation. 


The commission said it had noted for 
some time a decline in the volume of show- 
pool wagering, and it had wondered if 
this could be due to the 5 per cent in- 
crease in take-out. A check was made of

wagering in Florida, California, and New 
Jersey for each year from 1946 to 1956. 
Florida’s and California’s take-out had not 
been increased during this period, but that 
of New Jersey had been increased twice, 
from 10 to 13 per cent. The comparison 
showed that Florida and New York had 
approximately the same losses in show- 
pool betting and that California and New 
Jersey had about the same losses. The 
increased tax seemed to have no bearing 
on the trend toward win betting.

Airlines and Castleton, Inc.. a Lexington, 
Ky.. Standardbred and saddle horse farm.

Since 1951 The Blood-Horse has published year-end handicaps for 3-year-olds and 
older horses. This year’s handicaps, for the third consecutive year. were prepared by 


F. G. (Pat) Farrell, and the weights are given below. 


The sires of those assigned 


weights are on page 332, the breeders on page 336. A more detailed tabulation of those 
weighted, including the breeding, will be in the annual Stakes Supplement. 

Farrell weighted the 89 3-year-olds and 98 older horses for a theoretical distance 
of 114 miles. He weighted the 3-year-olds down to 107 pounds, the older horses to 106 


pounds. 


Swaps. 2 pounds below Nashua in the 1955 Blood-Horse Handicap for 3-year-olds, 
this year was given 134 pounds to Nashua’s 132. Needles, leader of the 3-year-old 
division, was given one pound more than Swoon’s Son. 

The top-weighted 3-year-old filly was Doubledogdare, the top-weighted mare Blue 
Sparkler. Nineteen fillies were weighted among the 3-year-olds, 23 among the older 


horses. 


Calumet Farm led the breeders with a total of 14 horses in both handicaps.  Clai- 
borne Farm, Maine Chance Farm, and C. V. Whitney had 5 each. Claiborne’s repre- 
sentatives all were fillies. 

*Alibhai, which last year tied with *Nasrullah as the sire with the most horses in 
the handicaps, heads this year’s list with 9. *Princequillo follows with 8 representa- 
tives. and *Nasrullah has 7.

OBITUARY 


Tom Smith 


Tom Smith, 78, one of America’s leading 
trainers from 1938-48, died in a Glendale. 
Calif.. sanitarium on January 23 of a 
stroke he suffered late last year. 

Born in the hill country of Georgia, Mr. 
Smith’s family moved to Colorado when 
he was a young boy. His first experience 
with horses was as a ranch hand, and he 
participated in some of the last of the 
great western cattle drives. He later join- 
ed the wild west show of the late C. B. 
(Cowboy) Irwin, working as a_ black- 
smith and trainer. He went with Irwin’s 
racing stable in 1923 and served as 
assistant trainer for more than 10 years. 
Twice during that period Irwin was 
America’s leading trainer, saddling 147 
winners in 1923 and 92 winners in 1930. 

When Irwin died in 1934, Mr. Smith 
went with the late Charles S. Howard, for 
whom he trained numerous good horses. 
He developed Seabiscuit, which Howard 
had purchased from Wheatley Stable for 
$8.000. into the world’s leading money- 
winning horse with earnings of $437,740 
at the time of his retirement in 1940. Sea- 
biscuit won many of the top handicaps in 
America during the years he was in the 
Howard barn. including the Santa Anita. 
San Juan Capistrano. Bay Meadows 
(twice). Brooklyn, Butler, Yonkers, 
Massachusetts. Continental, Riggs, Holly- 
wood Gold Cup (under 133 pounds), 
Agua Caliente, Havre de Grace, and San 
Antonio Handicaps and the 1938 Pimlico 
Special. The Special was a match race 
with War Admiral. and Seabiscuit, usually 
a come-from-behind horse, led all the 
way to win by 4 lengths. Twice Seabiscuit 
lost the Santa Anita Handicap by a nose. 

Mr. Smith also handled *Kayak II and 
Mioland for Howard. *Kayak II was one 
of the country’s leading handicap horses 
in 1939, when he won 8 of 11 starts, in- 
cluding the San Carlos, Santa Anita, 
American. Hollywood Gold Cup, Continen- 
tal. and Bowie Handicaps and _ finished 
second in the Narragansett and Pimlico 
Specials. In 5 of his 6 stakes successes 
he set new track records. Mioland was a 
top performer in 1939 and 1940. In 1939 
he won the San Juan Capistrano, West- 
chester, and Potomac Handicaps and the 
American Derby; in 1940 he won the San 
Juan Capistrano, San Pasqual, San 
Antonio, and American Handicaps and was 
beaten a head in the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap. 

In 1940 the Howard outfit was the lead- 
ing American stable with earnings of 
$334,120. 

During his years with the Howard stable 
Mr. Smith became known as “Silent Tom” 
by Turf writers because of his reluctance 
to discuss the progress of his horses. He 


replied to his critics in a newspaper 
column in 1940: 

“In my estimation more harm can be 
done by overworking a horse than by 
going easy with him. That’s why I guess 
I have appeared mysterious; why stories 
have been spread of how I sneak horses 
out at night and work them, or work them 
in a fog. 

“The fairy stories about ‘mystery’ shoes 
and ‘magic’ salves are other things I would 
like to correct. I wish I could take a horse 
and make him win stakes simply by 
rubbing a magic salve on his ankles. knees, 
or feet. What a joke! 

“If I tried, however, to rush here and 
there to correct every wrong story spread 
about me or the horses I train I would 
have time for nothing else.” 

After Howard died, Mr. Smith took over 
the stable of Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham’s 
Maine Chance Farm. and he had one of 
the longest tenures in the job. In 1945, 
his first full season with Maine Chance, 
he had the good stakes winners Beaugay, 
Star Pilot, War Jeep. Lord Boswell. and 
Colony Boy. He led American trainers 
for the second time, with $589,170. 

In November, 1945. Mr. Smith was 
suspended by The Jockey Club for the 
alleged stimulation of Magnific Duel, a 
cheap claimer. The case became the 
most widely discussed stimulation case 
since the advent of chemical tests. Smith 
was charged with having sprayed the nose 
of Magnific Duel with a 2.6 per cent 
solution of ephedrine. Magnific Duel’s 
urine test was negative, but a Jockey Club 
investigator said he had seen a groom 
administer the spray before a_ race. 

Mr. Smith was given an open hearing 
before the New York State Racing Com- 
mission. After several days of testimony, 
during which several pharmacologists said 
that it would be impossible to stimulate a 
horse with the dosage reportedly used, the 
one-year suspension was upheld. 

Returning to Maine Chance immediately 
after his reinstatement, Mr. Smith trained 
Jet Pilot for his 1947 Kentucky Derby win 
over Phalanx, Faultless, and Fervent. A 
few months later he left Maine Chance for 
the stable of Mrs. Ada L. Rice. for whom 
he trained Model Cadet and Admiral Lea. 

In December, 1949, Mr. Smith returned 
to Maine Chance, but this time his stay 
was brief. He trained his own stable for 
several years, in 1954 took over the Maine 
Chance horses for the third time. He and 
Mrs. Graham soon parted company again, 
and he retired. 

Survivors include his wife, Mrs. Janet 
Smith; a son, James W. Smith; and 2 
daughters. Mrs. Erline Talbot and Miss 
Vera Smith. James W. Smith also is a 
Thoroughbred trainer, and in the 1940's 
he handled Busher, Be Faithful, Blue 
Border, But Why Not, Better Value, and 
Bridal Flower for the late E. R. Bradley.

Portable Fertility Gauge 


A field kit for use in quick appraisals 
of stallion fertility is being tested at the 
Lexington laboratory of the Southwest 
Foundation for Research and Education. 


The development of the kit and_ jts 
practicability in the field were discussed 
by Dr. Fritz Haag at the January 26 meet. 
ing in Lexington of the Thoroughbred Club 
of America. Dr. Haag outlined the work 
which already had been done and briefly 
described what he hoped to accomplish, 


The Foundation’s 3-year study of male 
fertility (reported in some detail in The 
Blood-Horse of July 7. 1956. page 57) 
already had established that— 


1. In the seminal fluid there is a sulfur. 
containing compound which. above a level 
of 10 micrograms per cubic centimeter, has 
a negative effect on motility of sperma- 
tozoa. 

2. When the sulfur-containing compound 
(SH) is at a level of 10 micrograms or 
less, the chances of conception are measur- 
ably improved. 

Dr. Haag explained that this SH level 
varied from day to day; therefore. it was 
necessary to devise a test which would 
show quickly the chances of conception 
from a particular cover. This could be 
done readily with laboratory equipment. 
The goal was portable equipment which 
could be used on the farm. 

Dr. Haag told the Thoroughbred Club 
members that he has produced a rather 
simple testing kit, the use of which is 
similar to the use of litmus paper in 
laboratory tests for acids and bases. 

He said that he and his colleagues had 
checked 400 semen samples with the 
“short-test” kit and found that the results 
paralleled closely those obtained by using 
laboratory equipment. Before he reaches 
any conclusions. however. he wishes to give 
the kits a trial on several large farms. He 
said they would be used this year at the 
Stallion Station and at Greentree, Clai- 
borne, Spendthrift, and Castleton Farms 
and that 5 tests could be run simultaneous- 
ly in about a half-hour. 

The laboratory also is investigating the 
part of the thyroids in the reproductive 
processes. The problem is to discover 
whether ergothioneine, one of the sulfur 
containing compounds in semen, influences 
the production of thyroxin, thereby affect- 
ing the metabolism of body cells and sper- 
matozoa. 

Dr. Haag was introduced by Alex Bowe*, 
field secretary for the America Thorough 
bred Breeders Association, who said that 
the ATBA has agreed to participate in 
financing the fertility research.

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It was a sultry night in late August. 
1937, and I was seated at a table in the 
Falstaff Room of the Providence Bilt- 
more Hotel, refreshing myself with a 
modest measure of bourbon whisky. The 
Falstaff was a pleasant drinking room. 
with oaken tables and leather chairs. and 
at this season of the year. when the races 
were running at nearby Narragansett, it 
was thronged with horsemen. I particul- 
arly liked the waiters in the Falstaff Room. 
They wore bright red coats and they were 
nearly all very old New Englanders who 
shuffled about efficiently. were completely 
uninhibited. and made wry and amusing 
comments about the customers they served. 


Old Mac. most ancient of the waiters, 
came shambling to my table. He was a 
small man with a wrinkled, Puckish face. 
and having looked on men when they were 
drunk for most of his 70-odd years. he 
had great tolerance and no respect for 
human beings. 

Mac said. “There’s a call for you on the 
bar phone. It’s The Crazy Man.” 

He meant that my caller was Walter E. 
O’Hara. president and general manager 
of the Narragansett Racing Association. 
O'Hara had been a millionaire twice 
before he was 40. Three years before, he 
had built a track in Pawtucket. a small 
city that melts into Providence, in 60 days. 
and almost overnight it had become the 
most successful Turf operation of the 
country. O’Hara, barely 40, had himself 
another million and the prospects of a 
great deal more. He usually was described 
in the press as “the brilliant and dynamic 
young sports promoter.” Old Mac had a 
better name for him. Old Mac called 
O’Hara “The Crazy Man.” 

O’Hara’s ambition was limitless. After 
opening the track he had established a 
muckraking newspaper called the Paw- 
tucket Star. Only recently he had bought 
up a moribund newspaper property in 
Providence and had begun to publish the 
Providence Star Tribune in opposition to 
the ancient Providence Journal and Bulle- 
tin which had fought him and his track 
every inch of the way. 

I had expected to see editorial fire- 
works explode in the Star Tribune. There 
was a_long-smoldering feud between 
O’Hara and another stubborn Irishman, 
Bob Quinn, who happened to be the gover- 
nor of Rhode Island. It had come to a 
head just a few days before in the stew- 
ards’ stand of Narragansett Park. O’Hara. 
full of fury and whisky. had climbed 
belligerently into the stand and in front of 
thousands of spectators had assailed the 
state steward, a Providence liquor store 
owner named Jim Doorley. O’Hara object- 
ed to some very minor ruling Doorley had 
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just made. He had vilified Doorley with 
profanity and obscenities that only Walter 
O'Hara could use. The outraged Doorley 
had cited him for contempt of the State 
Racing Board and had taken the matter 
to the governor. The governor threatened 
to close racing at Narragansett unless 
O'Hara was removed from office. 

I answered the telephone which the 
Biltmore management had_ thoughtfully 
placed at the end of the bar for the con- 
venience of bibulous guests. O’Hara al- 
ways made a cackling sound when he was 
amused, particularly if he was amused by 
some mischievous feat of his own. He was 
cackling now. 

“['m putting out a midnight extra of the 
paper.” he told me. “I want to read 
you an editorial I'm running on page 
one.” 

He read me the editorial. It was with- 
out doubt the most extraordinary editorial 
ever published in an American newspaper. 
The first sentence read as follows: 

“Governor Quinn is a God-damned liar.” 

After he'd finished reading me_ the 
editorial O'Hara asked. “You ever hear 
of another newspaper publisher calling 
the governor of a state all those things in 
print?” 

I told him I hadn’t. I told him I didn’t 
think any publisher in the future would 
ever run such an editorial, either, after 
he saw what happened to Walter O'Hara. 

O’Hara wasn’t impressed by my warn- 
ing. He said he would send a copy of the 
midnight extra to the Biltmore by special 
messenger as soon as it was off the press. 

The copy of the paper arrived an hour 
or so later. I still have it in my possession. 
In many respects it is a collector’s item. 
In addition to the editorial and other 
stories attacking Quinn, the Providence 
Journal, and all the other anti-O’Hara 
elements of the state in language that is 
almost never seen in print, there was an 
8-column, double-decked. 48-point head- 
line which read: 


QUINN WILL LAND IN BUTLER’S. 
O’HARA PREDICTS 


Butler’s was a well known Rhode Island 
institution, a private sanitorium for the 
treatment of alcoholism mental 
disease. 

The next day the governor announced 
that warrants had been issued for the 
arrest of Walter E. O'Hara on 2 charges. 
The charges were criminal libel and 
blasphemy. 


The Night O’Hara Was Arrested 


Mind you. this was no civil suit for 
libel. The governor didn’t want O’Hara’s 
money. He wanted O'Hara in jail. He 
had found 2 old laws on the books: one 
was the criminal libel law that had almost 
never been invoked in modern times. and 
the other was an ancient blue law. never 
repealed, providing a jail sentence for 
anyone taking the name of the Deity in 
vain. 

O’Hara stated flatly that he would not 
accept a warrant served on him and 
would not submit to arrest. He often 
bragged. with some justification, that he 
“had the town of Pawtucket in his hip 
pocket.” Certainly he was on the closest 
terms with Tom McCoy, the perennial 
mayor of Pawtucket and an_ influential 
political boss of the state, and with Leon- 
ard Mills, the chief of police. O’Hara 
said that the Pawtucket police would pro- 
tect him from arrest. In other words, he 
planned to use a city police force as a 
bodyguard in defying the governor of 
Rhode Island. Quinn said the warrants 
would be served and O'Hara would be 
arrested by the State Police. 


There were the elements of a tremend- 
ous news story here, although it was only 
half-sensed at the time. largely because 
almost everybody believed that both 
O’Hara and Quinn were running a bluff, 
If they both stuck to their guns, however, 
this might well be the first test of state 
and city police powers in the history of 
the country. Another would not be made 
until nearly 20 years later when state 
police and the National Guard moved into 
the racket-ridden town of Phoenix City, 
Ala., to arrest city officials and policemen 
along with mobsters in putting down a 
long reign of lawlessness. 


There were injunctions counter- 
injunctions for the next few days, but 
along about the first week in September 
matters came to a showdown. Quinn ar- 
nounced that O’Hara would be taken into 
custody that evening. O°Hara again 
denied flatly that he would submit to 
arrest. His home did not lie within the 
city limits of Pawtucket, where his private 
bodyguards, the police, could protect him. 
He and his wife Cle had therefore moved 
into the penthouse above the Narragansett 
Park club house. For days they had been 
living there, eating there, sleeping there. 
O’Hara would not move outside the limits 
of Pawtucket and expose himself to his 
enemies. He seldom moved outside the 
boundaries of the race track. He would 
not even go over to the backstretch, be- 
cause part of the stabling area lay in 
East Providence and was outside the 
jurisdiction of the Pawtucket police. 
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Racing at "Gansett went on as usual. 

Newspaper correspondents from all of 
the wire services and many of the nation’s 
largest papers congregated at Narragansett 
Park as the battle lines were drawn. 
Among them was the Elder Statesman of 
the Fourth Estate. Heywood Broun, who 
wrote a column defending O’Hara and 
jssailing Quinn for invoking outmoded 
laws. Broun spent an entire night in the 
penthouse playing cribbage and drinking 
with O'Hara. 

On the Day of the Great Showdown the 
crowd lingered on until long after dusk. 
Rumors were rife that shock troops of the 
State Police were about to storm into 
Narragansett and arrest O'Hara. The 
crowd was used to lingering until dusk, 
anyway, because O'Hara forbade his start- 
ae to get a race under way until the last 
nickel had been milked out of the totaliza- 
tor. His post parades were funeral proces- 
sions. He had a green light on top of the 
penthouse that was visible from any start- 
ing point on the track. Until O’Hara 
switched on the green light, starters had 
to stall and keep the fields out of the gate. 
Post parades at Narragansett sometimes 
lasted half an hour. O’Hara was fond 
of telling reporters that he had no interest 
in the improvement of the breed. “I favor 
the improvement of the mutuel handle,” 
he often said, 


On this evening the tarrying crowds were 
augmented by newspapermen from Bos- 
ton. New York, Washington, Philadelphia, 
and as far away as Chicago. They stood 
outside the penthouse. They were not 
admitted inside. Even O’Hara’s own publi- 
city director, Billy Ames, was barred from 
the penthouse that night. A cordon of 
Pawtucket police guarded all entrances 
to the penthouse. It looked as if at least 
half the force was on duty at the race track 
that evening. I knew many of the cops. 
They were mostly nice enough guys, like 
any other policemen. But, like the body- 
guard of Catherine the Great. they had 
been chosen for their size. All were over 
6 feet. and they were built like heavy- 
weight contenders. They wore blue-black 
uniforms and leather puttees and_ their 
Sam Browne harnesses were festooned with 
pistols, blackjacks, and handcuffs. They 
bore an unpleasant resemblance to Himm- 
ler’s black-uniformed Gestapo. 

I joined the other newspapermen out- 
side the penthouse. It was the first time I 
had ever seen Heywood Broun without a 
gin rickey in his hand. He looked very 
thirsty, 

I saw a police sergeant I knew rather 
well. I asked him if the Pawtucket cops 
Were going to shoot it out if the State 
Police arrived. He shrugged his heavy 
shoulders and told me I’d have to ask 
Chief Mills or Mayor McCoy, both of 
‘hom were up in the penthouse. I inquired 
if could go up and ask them. He said

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his orders were that no one at all was 
allowed to enter the penthouse. 

Presently a man named Bob. who acted 
as a kind of major domo for O’Hara’s 
penthouse, appeared and bellowed my 
name. It seemed that Walter wanted me 
to come up. I was surprised to find that 
the penthouse was crowded with people, 
There was only one other newspaperman 
there. though, Jack Conway, sports editor 
of the Boston American, who had long 
been O’Hara’s friend. 

O'Hara was drinking at the bar. | 
asked him what he wanted with me. He 
said he wanted me to have a drink with 
him because he was going to jail. 

I told O’Hara a great many important 
newspapermen were waiting outside, and 
I suggested he should invite them in and 
make some statement of his intentions, 
since wild rumors of a shooting match 
between 2 police forces were flying around, 
Walter went to a big window and looked 
down on the press. Then he cackled with 
amusement. “Let ‘em stand there.” he 
said. “It ain’t raining, is it?” 

I reminded Walter that Broun was 
among those waiting and that he had given 
O’Hara’s cause very weighty editorial 
support in a widely syndicated column, 
O’Hara said. “To hell with the fat 
blankety-blank. He plays a lousy game 
of cribbage.” 

So far as I can remember. Mrs. O'Hara 
was the only woman present. There were 
about 2-dozen people altogether, I believe 
Old Mayor McCoy, whose curly gray hair 
and bright red face made him look so 
much like a “Last Hurrah” politician that 
it was hard to believe he was just that, sat 
in a corner drinking whisky and_ smiling 
affably. Chief Mills, a very large man 
who wore spectacles, sat in another corner 
and looked grim. There was a_ whole 
battery of legal talent headed by the 
distinguished Judge Raymond MacMahon. 
A little Irish politician from a neighboring 
town was extremely drunk. He kept try: 
ing to get out of his chair and each time 
he fell on the floor. He had a clay pipe 
and he was very proud of it. He said a 
friend had brought it all the way from 
Ireland. He also had a large manila 
envelope that contained $10,000 in $100 
bills. and he kept dropping it on the floor. 
He said he had brought it along in case 
Walter needed bail money. He said he had 
pledges from those present of $30,000 
more. It had been rumored _ that if 
O'Hara submitted to arrest his bail would 
be set at $100,000 or more. Quinn wanted 
him to spend at least one night in jail. it 
was reported. 

There were many others. Old Jack 
Lentendre, who served on Narragansett: 
board of directors, was slumped and 
silent and scowling. Just a few years later 
he would be murdered in front of his

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had dared to open a Dade County, Florida, 
gambling club without paying tribute to 
the Syndicate. 

O’Hara’s personal physician was there, 
Walter was a notorious hypochondriac, He 
was always mistaking a hangover for a 
heart attack or cirrhosis of the liver. 

The person most incongruously present 
was a priest. It was hard to imagine that 
O’Hara would summon a spiritual adviser 
in his time of crisis. He gave large sums 
of race track profits to Catholic charities, 
but he seldom went to church. I have 
never known a fishwife. but T have known 
longshoremen, top sergeants, homicide 
cops. and several of America’s leading 
hoodlums. [ never knew any man who 
was as blasphemously and obscenely foul. 
mouthed as O’Hara. 

O’Hara was drinking heavily, and he was 
putting on quite an act. Once he began 
to weep and pillowed his head on the 
priest’s chest. sobbing, “I’m going to jail, 
Father, I’m going to jail!” Twice he 
imagined he was suffering a heart attack 
and had the doctor feel his pulse and 
listen to his heart. 

This went on for several hours. Jack 
Letendre went sound asleep and _ began 
to snore. The little Irish politician kept 
falling out of his chair or dropping his 
$10,000 on the floor. 

At some point in the evening I crossed 
a hallway to enter a bathroom. IT saw old 
Mayor McCoy in earnest conversation with 
a very large and amiable-looking young 
man I hadn’t seen before. Presently 
McCoy entered the bathroom, tittering 
with a vast amusement. 

“You know that young fellow I was 
talking to?” he asked. 

I told him I didn’t. 

“That.” the mayor declared. “is the 
State Police force that has come to arrest 
Walter.” 

Walter and the young man had a drink 
together, then they walked out arm in 
arm. 

Outside, O'Hara insisted on posing for 
photographers. a wide grin on his face. 
He held his hands up in the air to show 
he wasn’t wearing handcuffs. 

Formalities at the station were brief 
and almost pleasant. A very low bail was 
accepted. O’Hara didn’t have to call upon 
the little politician’s $10,000 in order to 
post it. 

This whole affair was settled finally, 
months later, when O’Hara made the most 
completely abject public apology I have 
ever seen in print. But a lot was to 
happen before that. 

The Narragansett meeting staggered 
through to its scheduled end on Septem 
ber 18 and racing shifted to Rockingham. 
Narragansett was supposed to open agai 
in the fall, but Quinn kept the track closed 
by sending the state militia to the premise: 
with bayonets fixed. O’Hara had been 
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advised that it would improve his legal 
position in some odd manner if he accept- 
ed entries for races that wouldn’t be run. 
During the whole month of October, entries 
for non-existent races were taken at the 
track where troops were quartered. This 
became a kind of gleeful game with the 
few horsemen on the grounds. They 
entered any names that came into their 
heads. Man o’ War was entered almost 
every day. So were Matchem, Herod, and 
Eclipse. One man always entered a son 
of Eclipse named The Flying Childers 
when there was a mile race scheduled. 
The Flying Childers, according to ancient 
legend. could run a mile a minute. 


O’'Hara’s own board of directors finally 
ousted him in self-defense and bought up 
his stock. O’Hara started selling parking 
meters. The high moguls of the Demo- 
cratic party, including Jim Farley. had 
advised Bob Quinn against his headstrong 
actions in this personal vendetta, but he 
had refused to heed them. Never again was 
the one-time governor of Rhode Island an 
important figure in politics. 

O’Hara was divorced and remarried. I 
have heard that considerable property was 
disposed of amicably at the divorce hear- 
ing in 15 minutes, but that Mr. and Mrs. 
O'Hara quarreled for 5 hours over the 
custody of a toy bulldog named Sox. Mrs. 
O'Hara finally won. 

O’Hara formed a third party called the 
Square Deal and ran for governor of 
Rhode Island. He got 14,000 votes. 

Three and a half years after the Battle 
of Narragansett, O'Hara was driving alone 
in his car down a tree-lined road_ to 
Taunton, Mass. They measured the skid 
marks later and decided he must have 
been driving very fast. The car overturned. 
When the State Police picked O‘Hara up 
there was still some breath in his body, 
but he was dead by the time they reached 
a hospital in Taunton. 

At the end, Walter E. O’Hara was in 
the hands of his old enemies, the State 
Police, again. This time there was no one 
who could bail him out.

It is most unfortunate that a segment of 
owners and a great number of bettors have 
the idea that it is necessary for someone 
to make a bet for the jockey in order to 
secure a top riding effort. I must plead 
guilty to this offensive practice in the 
early days of my association with racing.

It seems to me that. speaking nationally. 
there should be a policy on this subject. 
A jockey is well paid for his services 


under the rules set forth by racing com. 
missions together with the additional per. 
centage customarily given a winning rider, 
I. therefore. propose that various state 

commissions include the following amongst 
their rules: [t shall be illegal for a jockey 
to solicit or an owner to offer any 
compensation other than the usual jockey 
fees and winning percentages: violation 
of this rule will result in suspension of 
the offending parties.
